Section nineof chapter eight, of chap- Duty of treas-
ter eighty-nine, of tbe laws of 1877, iz hereby amend- ;::{n?;:{.‘ aer
ed 80 as to read as follows: The treasurer of the fire
department shall receive and pay out all moneys be-
longing to said department, and shall secure the faith-
ful performance ot his duties by his bond to said city
in such penal sum as shall be required by and with
sureties to be approved by the common council.

council, and shall not be paid out, except as the com-
mon council shall direct, on orders signed by the may-
or or acting mayor, countersigned by the sccretary of
the fire department.

CHAPTER 158.

AN ACT to repeal section two hundred and seventy.seven of
the revised statutes, and to provide for the redemption of for-
feited mortgaged lands and the refunding of surplus money
thercon.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Section two hundred and seventy-seven
of the revised statutes is bereby repealed.

SeCTION 2. In all cases of the sale of lands mort-
gaged to the state, made at public auction to satisfly
such mortgage, or at private sale if made within nine-
ty days after the same was purchased by the state,
which at the time of such sale were actually occupied,
such lands may be redeemed by the owner or owners
thereof, at any time betore the thirty-first day of May
next following the day of such sale, upon the presen-
tation to the commissioners of satistactory proot of the
occupancy and ownership thereof, which proof shall
be filed and preserved in the office of the commission-
ers, and by the payment to the state treasurer of, the
total amount due the siate alL the time of such sale, and
interest thereon to the date of such payment, and ten
per centum of the amount for which the land was sold,
as damages. Upon such redemption, the commission-
ers shall, by their order duly recorded, concel any cer-
tificate of sale which may have been issued thereon,
